Wheat Threshing Begun. 

Morgan McKinney has started 
his thresher and has already 
threshed several crops of wheat 
in this county which is making 
a splendid yield. There is more 
wheat in Powell this year than 
there has been raised here for a 
number of years past, and we be- 
lieve that if farmers will take 
into consideration the value it is 
to their land to grow wheat and 
the light expense attached to 
raising it, they will find the wheat 
crop a very profitable one to 
grow’, and in a few years they 
will find that their land is much 
better than if they had have 
grown corn altogether. Clay 
City’s most excellent roller flour 
mill, while not 'now in operation, 
will evidently be soon put in op- 
eration, as it is a very paying 
business, then our farmers will 



To Test this Territory. 

For several times occasional 
tests of an imperfect nature have 
been to find oil or gas in Powell 
county, but with indifferent re- 
isults. It is said that new leases 
have been taken on territory near 
Stanton and that tests in earnest 
will shortly be made to find out 
whether oil or gas really exists 
therein paying quantities. — Win- 
chester Democrat. 

That there is both oil and gas 
in Powell has time and again 
been demonstrated, but it has 
never been found in sufficient 
quantities to justify the laying 
of a pipe line into the field, If 
a pipe line were already in this 
territory there are now already 
several paying oil wells in the 
county. There are already two 
gas wells in Clay City alone, but 
as both are shallow wells — not 
more than 850 feet deep, they 
are small producers, vet it is 
strong evidence of what may be 
further under the ground. 



New Cement Industry. 

A special from Stanton Tuesday 
says : 

One of the largest Portland ce- 
ment factories in the United States 
is to be located here if the present 
plans of the Patrick Cement Com- 
pany are carried out. 

Articles incorporating this com- 
pany were received for record in 
Powell county by the County Clerk 
today establishing the home office 
here and permitting the manufac- 
ture and putting on tHe market by 
the company of “cement of the var- 
iety commonly known as Portland 
cement, from clays, limestone and 
other minerals; with power to dig, 
mine, haul, buy, sell, lease and 
deal in all necessary ingredients, 
minerals or otherwise necessary to 
such manufacture”. 

The capitalization is a nominal 
one of $25,000 with privilege of in- 
creasing to $500,000 as it is under-

The New License Law. 

The schedule given below is a 
partial list of taxes and license 
fees imposed by the new revenue 
and taxation act, passed by the 
recent General Assembly. The 
law went into effect June 11th : 

To keep a tavern or hotel, from 
#10 to #50, according to rooms 
and privileges. 

To retail malt liquors #75, 
spiritous vinous and malt liquors 
# 200 . 

To sell by retail, playing cards 
#10, pistols #100, bowie knives, 
dirks, brass knucks or slung shot 
#100. Pawn broker #500 furnish- 
ing stamps or checks to purchas- 
ers of merchandise #100. 

To keep ten pins, nine-pin, 
bowling or boxing alley #15 if 
county exceeds 25,000 in popula- 
tion, if not #10 for each alky or 
hallway. 

Circuses, menageries and ex- 
hibitions under canvas, #1 for 
each 100 voters in county, not to 
exceed #50 : 

Foreign slaughter and packing- 
houses doing business in this 
State 50 cents per #100 worth of 
gross receipts. 

To sell at retail cigraette ma- 
terial #10 at wholesale #25. 

Wagon selling at retail petrol- 
eum or lubricatiug oil #15. 

To stand atud, jack or bull a 
sum equal to the greatest sum 
charged for service of animal. 

Peddler with two-horse wagon 
#40, on foot #20, person accom- 
panying peddler with wagon #20. 

To exhibit trained animals, 
not circus or menagerie, #5 per 
day. 

Auctioneer in each town #5. 

Billiard table #20, additional 
tables #5 each. 

To post or distribute bills, etc., 
except for resident merchant, 
county fair association owners, 
lessees or managers of theaters 
or opera-house or candidate for 
political office #10.
